The J apanese em ploy more 
tim e and labor in perfecting metal work 
than the workmen in any other country. 
They appear to understand the art of blend­ 
ing colors in metal work. 
YV bile giving the 
most artistic finish, 
they carefully 
avoid 
anything approaching glitter, 
considering 
that as beautiful effects can be worked out 
upon common metals as upon gold and sil­ 
ver. 
Two of the largest castings in the world 
are to be seen at Nura and Kamakura, 
J a p a n ; the one at the latter place forty- 
seven feet high, and the other, at Nara, is 
fifty-three and one-half feet from the Va-e 
to the crown of its head. 
The statue at 
Nara is supposed to have been erected in the 
eighth century, but it 
was destroyed and 
recast about 70J years since. 
In endeavor­ 
ing to recast it, 
several mishaps occurred, 
and when at last success came, 
some few 
thousand tons of charcoal had 
been u» vd. 
It is estim ated that the casting weighs about 
450 tons, and that the alloy is made 
up of 
iron, gold, tin and copper—Boston Trau
